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Abstract 
Problem 

With a combination of the toothbrush function and tongue cleaning function, it is possible 
for the user to become accustomed to cleaning the tongue just like the teeth without the need to 
change between a toothbrush and a tongue brush. 



Objective 

The objective is to prevent halitosis by removing fiir on the tongue. 
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Constitution 

Tongue cleaning functional portion (2) is set on handle (1) in the portion directly above 
brush (3) of the toothbrush.

Claim 

A type of toothbrush characterized by the fact that tongue cleaning functional portion (2) 
that can remove a coating on the surface of the tongue so as to clean the tongue is set on handle 
(1) in the portion directly above brush (3) of the toothbrush. 

Detailed explanation of the invention 
[0001] 

Industrial application field 

This invention pertains to a type of toothbrush that can clean both the teeth and the 
tongue by having the function of removing residue from the tongue, especially a coating of the 
tongue, which is a cause of halitosis, in addition to having the conventional toothbrush function. 

[0002] 
Prior art 

(A) In the prior art, a toothbrush is used only in brushing teeth. 

(B) A tongue cleaning function (tongue brush) has been established as a function separate 
from the toothbrush. 



[0003] 
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Problems to be solved by the invention 

Said prior art has the following disadvantages. 

(A) It cannot prevent halitosis as only the teeth are brushed. 

(B) When a toothbrush is used to clean the tongue, the brush may harm the tongue due to 
its stimulating effect, and the user may experience an unpleasant feeling, an ache, etc. 

(C) Since a toothbrush and a tongue brush are made separately, handling and changing 
them is complicated. 

The objective of this invention is to solve the aforementioned problems of the prior art. 

[0004] 

Means for solving the problems 

This invention provides a type of toothbrush with a tongue cleaning function 
characterized by the fact that tongue cleaning functional portion (2) is set on handle (1) in the 
portion directly above brush (3) of the toothbrush. 

[0005] 

Embodiment of the invention 

In the following, an application example of this invention will be explained. 

(A) This invention has the following constitution: tongue cleaning functional portion (2) 
is set on handle (1) in the portion directly above brush (3) of the toothbrush. 

Due to said constitution of this invention, when the tongue is to be cleaned, the user 
firmly holds handle (1) of the toothbrush with one hand, puts tongue cleaning functional portion 
(2) in touch with the tongue surface, and provides an upper/lower and left/right movement with 
the hand so as to remove the coating on the tongue. When the teeth are brushed, the user holds 
the toothbrush to contact brush (3) with the teeth in a similar way as explained above. 

[0006] 

Effect of the invention 

This invention has the following effects. 

(A) Since the coating on the tongue is removed, it is possible to prevent halitosis. 

(B) A complicated operation of changing between a toothbrush and a tongue brush is not 
necessary. 

(C) The coating on the tongue can be removed easily and quickly without harming the 

tongue. 

(D) The design for locating the tongue cleaning functional portion does not hamper the 
tooth brushing operation.
